Anti-Defamation League Reports 





NO ANTI-JEWISH 
BIAS IN BERMUDA 


NEW YORK (P-O)—Bermuda 
has changed. It is no longer the 
anti-Jewish discriminatory  re- 
sort area it once was, according 
to an on-the-spot investigation 
conducted by the Anti-Defama- 
tion League of 
B’nai B'rith. 

The League’s 
report stated 
that today Ber- 
muda and its 
principal indus- 
try—tourism— 
want no part 
of anti-Jewish

Epstein, the League’s national 


director, declared that guest poli- 
cies of Bermuda resorts had un- 
dergone “radical changes” in 
recent years, so they “could rid 
themselves of both the practice 
and the stigma of anti-Semitism.” 
The League sent Harold Brav- 
erman, director of its national 
discriminations department, to 
conduct the survey at the urging 
of the Bermuda Trade Develop- 
ment Board, a Bermuda Govern- 
ment agency. The request for the 
survey foilowed news reports 
last January in the POST and 
OPINION which charged an 
American representative of the 
Castle Harbour resort hotel with 
planning a program designed to 
reduce Jewish patronage. 


ACCORDING to the _ report 
(P-O, Jan. 28), the William Wolfe 
hotel representative firm of New 
York allegedly was retained by 
owners of the Castle Harbour 
to “upgrade” the hotel’s clientele. 

After a five month investiga- 
tion, New York Attorney General 
Louis Lefkowitz decided there 
was insufficient evidence’ to 
charge the Wolfe firm with un- 
lawful discriminatory practices 
(P-O, August 5). 

According the POST and OPIN- 
ION report, Wolfe was _ given 
three years by the owner of the 
Castle Harbour to “get rid of 
the Jews.” The program was, al- 
legedly known as “Operation 
Chug,” short for “Castle Har- 
bour Up Grading.” 

BRAVERMAN’S first step in 
his investigation was to poll all 
of the island’s hotels and guest 
houses. The resorts were asked 
the direct question whether re- 
ligicus tests were used in select 
ing guests and whether 
were welcomed equally 
Christians, 

*VJith some unimportant ex- 
ceptions,” the Leugue noted in 
its report, “ait repticd. They in- 
dicated that raligion was not a 
teat of a guest's acrepiabuity.

cerned with the religion of 
guests.” 

In Bermuda, Braverman con- 
ferred with leading government 
and industry officials and ex- 


amined the guest’ policies and 


| records of a cross section of the 


island’s resorts. Braverman re- 
ported “there is a sound basis 
for optimism about the behavior 
of Bermuda’s hotels in the fu- 
ture. This belief is supported by 
talks had with Bermudians, rang- 
ing from cab drivers and wait- 
resses to industrial leaders, In- 
deed, it became quite evident 
that Bermuda’s intergroup prob- 
lem is not religious but racial. 

“OF BERMUDA’S population 
of 45,000 two-thirds are Negroes, 
They constitute the labor force 
of Bermuda but are also repre- 
sented in the professions and in 
the colonial legislature. As Brit- 
ish citizens, they enjoy full equl- 
ity under the law, but have not 
yet achieved it in fact.” 

The report declared that re- 
peatedly hotel men were found 
pointing the finger at American 
hotel representatives as prime 
culprits in creating anti-Semitic 
policies. This group was charged 
with deliberately fostering the 
no-Jews’ attitude in order to ca- 
ter to snob appeal and illusions 
of exclusiveness.” 

THE LEAGUE’S report de- 
clared that “certainly, the hard 
sociological and economic facts 


of life have contributed to the 
positive attitudes which were 
met in Bermuda. The island’s 


economic and political leadership 
is concerned with growing pres- 
sures from the native Negro pop- 
ulation. It is troubled by the 
sharp decrease in Bermuda's 
hotel business this year. It aiso 
recognizes that 80 per cent cf 
Bermuda’s hotel business ecvmes 
from the Northeastern United 
States where there has been in- 
creasing activity by law eforce- 
ment authorities to curb out <I- 
state discriminatory hotels which 
solicit business in that grea. 

“These are the practical iscen- 
tives. Most of the practices of 
anti-Semitic discrimination in 
Bermuda are over. Mow there 
seems to be a genuine im»!se 
to get rid of the stigma of anti- 
Semitism as well,” the r2port 
stated. 

Last spring, the League vrote 
to John C. Fischbeck, gereral 
manager of the Castle Harbour 
hotel, asking his conmment on 
“Operation Churg.” 

Fischbeck replied that the Caa- 
tle Harbour “has not or does not 
practice or subscribe to any re 
ligious discrimination.

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Where Do New York’s 
Negro Jews Come From? 


NEW YORK (P-0O) — A few 
months ago the POST and OPIN- 
ion carried a story about New 
York’s unique Negro Jews and 
how they remain outside the 
framework of organized Jewish 
life. 

One of Israel’s Hebrew dailies 
recently carried a story from a 
correspondent who had _ visited 
the Negro synagogue in Harlem. 
The correspondent reported that 
the four hour Sabbath morning 
service included an organ, mixed 
choir singing arias by Bach, Han- 
del and Haydn, and a collection. 

The correspondent also men- 
tioned that the community be- 
lieves it is descended from the 
Ten Lost Tribes. 

WHEN THE correspondent 
asked about their numbers, she 
was told that this synagogue was 
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a center for thousands of Negro 
Jews from as far away as Haiti. 
The correspondent reported that 
they regard their spiritual cen- 
ter as Addis Ababa (capital of 


Ethiopia). 
Jerusalem Post columnist, 
Geoffrey Wigoder, commented 


that despite these claims by New 
York’s Negro Jews of aristocratic 
descent and connections with the 
Falashas, scholars have assigned 
the origin of New York’s Negro 
Jewish community to freed slaves 
of Jewish masters. 

Wigoder, recalling a visit to 
their synagogue, said that he 
vividly recalled the _ similarity 
with their service and a revival 
meeting. 

THE PRAYERS (nearly all in 
English) are recited antiphonal- 
ly and instead of ending them 
with “Amen” the congregation 
sings a fervent ‘Hallelujah — 
Amen,” 

The congregation's _ spiritual 
leadez—Rabbi Matthew — pro- 
nounced a series of thanksgiving 
blessings including special thanks 
to the Lord “for having saved 
us from the perils of vehicular 
traffic over the past week.” 

Wigoder recalls that on one 
occasion, he wanted to phone 
Rabbi Matthew to find out what 
time services began. Consulting 
the New York Classified Phone 
Directory under “Ministers of 
Religion,” he discovered ‘Mat- 
thew, Rabbi; carpenter” with a 
Harlem address. 


HE PHONED asking what time 
services began whereupon a 
voice at the other end replied 
‘Everyone makes dat mistake” 
and banged down the phone. Sub- 
sequently he discovered what had 
happened. It seemed there was

Such payments began in 
1949, and in subsequent years the 
terms of reference were so 
broadened as to make hundreds 
of thousands of survivors eligible 
for restitution, either in lump 
sums or in the form of gradu- 
ated payments or pensions. To 
date Germany has paid out some 
two billion dollars. Of this 
amount 1% billion dollars has 
gone to Jews—and half of the 
later payments, some 750 million 
dollars has been credited to Is- 
raelis,

The payments to the survivors 
fall roughly into two categories: 
Restitution of properties or 
other physical losses sustained 
under the Nazis; and personal in- 
demnification for ssuffering and 
all the consequences to the indi- 
vidual’s life and career. Whereas 
the latter category was free of 
income tax, the restitutions were 
subjected by the Israel treasury 
to a tax which jumped about 
from 13% to 1744 to 10 per cent.

PEARLROTH: Could you please tell me the deriva- 
tion of the name STENGEL. We come from Kolomea Galicia.

STENGEL is German for “a stalk or a stem.” As a family 
name it was bestowed on a thin, lanky, elongated individual. 
Galician Jews were given permanent family 
names in 1789. Your ancestor at the time was 
of slim built and was given the name of 
“Stengel” to characterize his appearance. 
DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: I would be inter- 
ested to know the origin of my name 
SIEKIERKA. My parents resided in Marsaw, 
Poland.—_SONIA WOLF, Philadelphia. 
SIEKIERKA means “a hatchet” in Polish. 
But your family name is of geographi- 
cal origin. It is taken from the name of 
Pearlroth two villages near Warsaw, named Great 
and Little Siekierki. Your family probably originated in one 
of these two villages. Both villages are hatchet shaped. Hence

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lsrael’s Youth Is Fleeing the Kibbutzim and Heading for Cities 


JERUSALEM (P-O) —Israel’s 
young people are staying away 
from kibbutzim in droves. 

At the kibutzim convention at 
Fin Harod a few weeks ago, 
speakers from veteran  settle- 
ments spoke of the steady trickle 
of second-generation youth from 
the settlements to the towns. 

Many of the young people are 
Jeaving after completion of their 
two-and-a-half year compulsory 
Army hitch. Their Army life 
brings them into contact for the 
first time with life and people 
outside the rather narrow con- 
fines of the kibbutz movement. 
Many of them decide to break 
away from the kibbutz and taste 
the fruits of city life. 


A REPORT in the Jewish Ob- 
server and Middle East Review 
revealed that the main cause for 
the shortage of manpower in the 
kibbutzim is not that the young 
people are gradually abandoning 
them. Far more serious is the 
fact that no new reserves of 
young people are coming in to 
the kibbutzim from the towns 
because of the crisis in the pio- 
neering youth movements. 

For it was these youth move- 
ments which supplied the settle- 
ments with a constant supply of 
new members. 

ONLY A FEW year ago, the 
vast majority of high school stu- 
dents in Israel belonged to one 
of the youth movements. Today, 
only a small minority attend 





movement activities. There is 
clearly a decline in idealism 
among Israeli students today. 
This lack of idealism among the 
youth does not portend a bright 
future for the kibbutz move- 
ment. 

The lure of kibbutz life, which 
was so powerful in earlier years, 
has lost its magnetism for the 
city youth—even those more pos- 
itive youth who do want to help 
build up the country. 

These sabras no longer auto- 
matically equate living on a kib- 
butz with the ideal of building 
up the country, the Jewish Ob- 
server reports. They realize that 
there are other ways of fulfilling 
this ideal, and therefore ask 
themselves why they should be 
members of a youth movement 
whose only aim is to get its 
members to join a kibbutz. 


THIS FEELING among the 
youth is ominous since the kis&- 
butz movement still provides ls- 
rael’s principle reservoir of man- 
power for pioneering tasks. 

Israel’s leaders, particularly 
Premiere Ben-Gurion are well 
aware that the mission of the 
kibbutzim is far from over. At 
the kibbutz convention — where 
1,000 kibbutz leaders tried to 
assess their role in Israeli soci- 
ety — Ben-Gurion appealed to 
each kibbutz to send a percent- 
age of its members to the Negev 
and to the development areas. 

Ben-Gurion said: “We must 
not send the old-timers or peorle 


in their twenties, but people 
about thirty, who would be equal 
to the difficult tasks awaiting 
them.” 


HOWEVER, THE veteran kib- 
butzim are having a_ tough 
enough time of their own grap- 
pling their way out of their own 
manpower crisis to send pioneers 
to the development areas. 

Many of the kibbutzim have 
tried to meet the manpower 
problem by taking on_ hired 
labor—mainly from nearby im- 
migrant villages. 

The tendency in the last few 
years in many kibbutzim has 
been to develop industries in the 
settlements. Those settlements 
relying on agriculture alone are 
economically in a much worse 
situation than the industrialized 
ones. Such kibbutzim like Afikim 
with its plywood factory and 
Ashdod Ya’akov with its can- 
ning factory are some of the 
mors notable successes with in- 
troduction of small industries on 
the kibbutzim. 

The factories on the kibbutzim 
and the introduction of hired 
labor are only two of the many 
developments which is making 
the kibbutz of today a very dif- 
ferent place from what it was 
before the establishment of the 
State. 

A NUMBER of kibbutzim chil- 
dren sleep with their parents, in- 
stead of being brought up in 
special children’s quarters.

Israelis Staff Congo Hospital

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CAPABLE MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE CAN KEEP A SYNAGOGUE HEALTHY 


By MYRON SCHOEN 

Those familiar with synagogue 
affairs agree that the Member- 
ship Committee is one of the es- 
sential administrative tools for a 
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healthy congregation. Whether 
the size of the committee be 
large or small, its personnel is 
usually chosen with care and de- 
liberation and those selected are 
aware that if they accept they 
will have much difficult work to 
perform. 


Synagogues that give serious 
thought to the functions of the 
membership committee usually 
break it down into three subcom- 
mittees: recruitment, orienta- 
tion and integration, and reten- 
tion. Each one of these subcom- 
mittees has a full-time, impor- 
tant Program to implement but 
in this article we shall deal with 
but a single aspect and only a 
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small facet of the recruitment of 
new synagogue members. 


DEVOTION TO the ideals of 
Judaism and the particular syna- 
gogue to which one belongs is, 
of course, the prime requisite 
for a member of the subcommit- 
tee on recruitment. However, it 
is wise to properly oriente the 
man or woman who accepts the 
assignment of recruiting, for 
membership in a_ synagogue 
should not and cannot be “sold” 
on a quid pro quo basis or in 
the manner that one might solicit 
members for a country club or a 
fraternal organization, 


It is suggested that every syn- 
agogue create a membership 
brochure to tell the story of the 
institution, It should detail the 
religious, educational, cultural 
and social program available to 
members and_ should reveal 
something about its rabbi, offi- 
cers, affiliated organizations, 
youth activities and regular com- 
mittees, as well as its dues, fees 
and assessments. 


However, a _ brochure cannot 
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possibly answer all the questions 
which a prospective synagogue 
member may pose. Committee 
members must be prepared to 
verbally (and convincingly) an- 
swer the queries, doubts and even 
excuses of the prospect. During 
the orientation session for the 
recruitment subcommittee, as 
many of these typical questions 
should be posed and as many 
convincing and sincere answers 
provided. 


AN EXCELLENT attempt 
along these lines was initiated by 
Temple Emanuel, located in 
Rochester, New York, in a publi- 
cation titled, “Does This Answer 
Your Question?” Seven major 


questions are posed and each is 
answered in a short paragraph 
We cite the questions and give 
you but one sentence of the re- 
sponse: 

1. I am not religious. I am just 
a Jew by birth, why belong to a 
synagogue? “The synagogue is 
more than just a place of wor- 
ship.” 2. I want to belong but 
what can I do? My wife (or hus- 
band) isn’t interested.

Saga of the Jewish 
THE JEWISH IMMIGRANT IN 
ENGLAND 1870-1914, by Lloyd 
P. Gartner, $5.00 (Wayne State 
Univ. Press). 





Dr. Gartner, now at the Jewish 
Theological Seminary, has 
proved himself in this dissserta- 
tion one of the ablest young 
scholars in the field of modern 
Jewish history. His thoroughly 
documented ac- 
count of the 
growing Brit- 
ish community 
of Jews during 
the period in- 
dicated will be 
accepted as 
definitive and 
comprehen- 
sive. It is as 
readable as it 





Burstein 
is scholarly. Of great note are 
the resemblances between Amer- 


ican and English Jewish immi- 
gration—the poverty, the oppo- 
sition by earlier newcomers, the 
development of clothing and 
other industries in Jewish hands, 
the decline of religious observ- 
ance, the expansion of trade 
unions and radical movements. 


It appears that the settled 
Jews of England were far more 
reluctant to welcome the refu- 
gees from mid-European oppres- 
sion than were the Americans. 
As in New York’s East Side the 
newcomers long lived in squalor 
and under conditions of utmost 
misery. Still most of them man- 
aged to retain allegiance to the 
synagogue and provide educa- 
tional and cultural opportunities 
for child and adult. Dr. Gartner 
also lists the differences between 
Jewish and general migration. 
“Political history aside, the Jew- 
ish immigrants made no unique 
contributions to the _ English 
economy.” But the Gartner work

is a unique contribution to Jew- 
ish historical writing. 


GOD MADE THE WORLD, by 
Pelagie Doane, $2.75 (Lippin- 
cott).

BISHEVILE EMUNAT YISRA- 
EL, by Joshua Yevin, $2.50 
(Sulam—Kraushar). 

Dr. Yevin is known both for 
his Judaic learning and his ex- 
pression of the religious view- 
point in the governing of the 
Holy Land. He sees the hand of 
God in all manifestations .of his- 
tory, particularly in the rise of 
the new State, and vigorously 
disapproves the secularist atti- 
tudes that smack much more of 
nineteenth century extremism 
than anything Jewish. Erudite 
and well written. 


REFORM RESPONSA, by Solo- 
mon B. Freehof, $6.00 (HUC 
Press). 

Dr. Freehof, reared in Jewish 
religion and learning, is aware 
that there is no “orthodox Jew- 
ish law,” but only Jewish law. 
Individual Jews and sects choose 
what they wish to observe; 
hence, instead of the ordinary 
three divisions of American Ju- 
daism, one may describe Jews 
as observant, non-observant, or 
partially observant. 

Freehof, a leader among the 
second group, indicates that all 
Jewish legislation is today tal- 
mudic; and he refers back to 
every authority, every writer of 
responsa, to justify his replies 
to the many responsa he himself 





has written, declaring his words 

























advisory and not binding. In 
many cases he stands on the side 
of tradition; and except where 
he permits circumcision before 
the legal time or by a non.ob- 
servant surgeon, with other ef. 
fects to bolster the case for “mod: 
ernism,” he might be another 
Rashba. 

It is questionable whether or- 
thodox Jews do indeed intend to 
resurrect obsolescent and inap- 
plicable laws; and they will dif- 
fer on the matters Freehof would 
add to the obsolescent — kash. 
rut, the Sabbath, and similar ob 
servances not impossible of mod- 
ern retention.

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ISRAEL POLITICAL PARTIES 
AND RAISING FUNDS HERE 


THE COMPLEX OF questions that the campaigns for 
unds which the Israeli political parties will launch in the 
SS. Jewish community will raise are not so easily answered. 
It is easy enough to ask why a political party in Israel 
hould expect funds from the U.S., and dismiss the question 
just like that. 

To come to some understanding of the situation, one 
must remember that a political party in Israel has many 
adjuncts which are completely unknown in the political 
world in the U.S. Not only do Israel political parties have 
loan funds, and as is the case of the leading Mapai party, 
a series of medical clinics and sick insurance, but they act 
also to some extent as job-finding bodies, and in a number 
6f ways look after the welfare of their adherents. 


THIS BEING SO, then one can explain these fund- 
raising programs as long as the proceeds are devoted ex- 
@lusively to these philanthropic activities. 

Because of the inherent opportunity for misusing the 
funds raised in the U.S. Jewish community, we believe 
that the time should be near when no Israeli party will 
geek funds in the U.S. We recognize that for the next few 

ears there will be a transition period during which our 
ocal Jewish communities must open their ears to these 
appeals lest much-needed services are curtailed or one 
Olitical party, such as the Mapai, which dominates the 
Fistadrut is favored by the action of the U.S. Jewish 
community over another. 


BUT IF THESE appropriations are made by our local 
communities, they should be made on a non-recurring basis 
In other words, the pressure should be for Israel to 
take over all the welfare work of the political parties, and 
nationalize them so that there can be no favoritism. For 
the next few years, during this transition period, the ap- 
eals must be given every consideration, but always with 
he end in view that Israel should, just as she absorbed.the 
labor employment services from the Histadrut, take over 
all welfare work of the 20-odd parties, so that they be- 
come as in most democracies the responsibility of all the 
people; in other words the state, not political parties 


EFFECT NEVER LOST 


WHAT HAPPENS AT Jewish camps during the sum- 
mer, and in religious schools, whether Reform or Conserva- 
tive, during the other 9 months of the year, should give 
gome confidence to those who persist in casting doubts 
9 the vitality of Judaism and its practices in the 1960s 

America. 
The articles on summer camping by Zalman Diskind (P-O, 
wy 29, Aug. 5) show rather conclusively what happens to 
ewish youngsters when they get an opportunity to live a 
wholesome Jewish life which isn’t underminded by the false 
Standards of parents and friends. 


A SIMILAR phenomenon takes place at the Institutes 
of Judaism under the aegis of B’nai B’rith. These involve 
adults, not children, but the adults react in the same way 
as do the children to the fare of conscious Jewish living 
and the rich Jewish values. 

The compromises come when those who have imbibed 
of Jewish practices return to the artificiality and the 
hypocrisy of our Jewish life, starting with the synagogue 
with its emphasis on wealth and right on down to family 
living, where the home is empty of anything truly Jewish 

ALL THE ILLS of our Jewish society result from our 
discarding of the attitudes towards life that are part of 
— living. Doing instead of professing, helping others 

y sacrificing some of our own time rather than by making 
a donation, and reshaping our outlook so that we accept 
the real and reject the artificial—the understanding of 
these needs will in time bring us to an awareness of what 
Judaism is, and what it meant to our forefathers. 

Whenever any Jewish group gets an opportunity to 
be exposed to this kind of living it responds brightly. Any 
¢@amp experience or any attendance at a B’nai B'rith insti- 
tute is unforgettable and although when these individuals 
return to the sham of living as a Jew today they fall 
back into old grooves, they do so with a great deal of 
unhappiness, although they may not be able to articulate 
such a feeling. 

THE EXPERIENCE of Jewish living whether at camp 
or at an institute is never quite lost. Exposures like these 
must be widened and increased, and that Golden Age o 
American Judaism will be that much hastened 


WE'RE FOR UNITY 


WE WANT TO encourage the move by the Synagogu 
Council of America to call together a body of leading 


rabbis and laymen to discuss the much-needed unity 
the American Jewish community 

We say this even though we do not belie that 
is possible at this time to set up an all-inclusive unifi 
American Jewish body which will serve as the voice 


American Jewry. 

SUCH A DELIBERATIVE body would have no strengt 
because in the American Jewish community, as in every 
form of government for a matter of fact, the power to 
gaise funds is the power to rule. Such power, for the next 

veral decades at least, will not be relinquished by those 
ho now control it 
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READERS OF THE POST and OPINION 
whose subscriptions go back far enough will 
recall the American Jewish Society for Service, 
which annually sponsors a summer project 
where Jewish youngsters work in service to 
others for no remuneration. Actually, the high 
school boys and girls pay a nominal fee, some 
thing like $175.00, and their own transporta- 
tion. 

The idea of this kind of service is hardly 
new. The Quakers have been doing it for 
years, and with great success. 

The American Jewish Society for Service 
has’ been in business for the past ten years. 
In fact, their first summer camp was in In. 
dianapolis, where they helped build homes for 
Negroes in a project known locally as the 
Flanner House program. 


MANY JEWS formerly were attracted to 
the Quaker summer camp projects, and when 
the AJSS launched their program, it was 
aimed at Jewish college youth too. 

The AJSS soon learned that the older 
Jewish boys and girls of college level had 
other fish to fry. They therefore dropped to 
the high school level, which is where the pro 
gram is today, 

The concept of actual service is of course 
a Jewish-concept in its origin, but as of 1960, 
how many Jews actually go out to help others? 
The answer is practically none. We give 
money, but not of ourselves. 

This is a theme that Charles Roth, ou: 
executive vice president, has been pounding 
at me for some time now 


HE HIMSELF is devoted to the need fo 
this kind of service, and practices what he 
preaches, both in the time he devotes to re- 
settling Puerto Ricans in his neighborhood on 
the upper west side of Manhattan, and in the 
sacrifices he makes to contribute on a monthly 
basis to worthwhile causes, 

Let’s pause for a few seconds and see 
what might happen to Judaism in America 
if it were to become infused with this con- 
cept of personal service, 

For one thing it would straighten out ou: 
values. Membership in the country club and 
status might not be the overriding needs they 
are to most Jews today if there were to seep 
into the thinking of the Jewish individual that 
as much as he gives to the United Jewish 
Appeal and as much as he buys Israel bonds 
and gives to his local United Fund, he still 
has not fulfilled his obligations as a Jew to 
his fellovyman, 


THIS CONCEPT could easily transform 
our synagogue services into meaningful rit- 
uals, instead of what they are today, mostly 
wholly incomprehensible voodoo which in our 
times of fear we hope has a soothing effect, 
and gives us the feeling that we are doing 
something that is proper, 

This is enough of what sounds like preach- 
ing; and yet it wouldn’t be fair to term it 
that. We've tried to prevail upon Charles to 
put down his thoughts on paper in column: 
form, but he doesn’t as this point feel that he 
wants to try to guide others, although that 
may come later, 

To get back to the AJSS, Henry Kohn 
has written us in response to a letter, that 
perhaps the idea is finally catching on among 
our Jewish youth, and that the recruitment 
of campers as the principal problem may be 
overcome.

of the work before our camp ends on 
August 18th but the greater part of the 
job should be completed. 

You asked about our problems. The 
greatest single stumbling block that we 
now have is locating meaningful projects 
far enough in advance. If we knew by 
the first of November what our projects 
would be for the following summer our 
recruiting woulc be much simplified. We 
have received applications from girl camp. 
ers equivalent to three or four times the 
quantity we can accommodate, and finally 
in desperation we refused to take more 
applications. The same is not true of boy 
applicants, probably because at the age 
of 16 they find it easier to obtain employ. 
ment and prefer that kind of experience, 

As you will see from the picture of 
the group, we had a full camp evenly 
divided between boys and girls, and our 
entire entourage consisted of 23 people 
to feed at each meal. 

Our campers have visited Cumberland 
Falls, Natural Bridge and will in the near 
future spend time at Berea College, and 
in Lexington as guests of the Jewish com 
munity of Lexington. 

In summary, our greatest single limit 
ing factor is finding of projects, and the 
other factor is in recruiting male campers, 
If we had the projects early enough then 
I think the recruiting of boys can be ef- 
fectively surmounted by being able to ad- 
vertise specific projects on a wider geo- 
graphical basis than we now do.

Who and How Many Are In the Groups? 
—The work camp consists of a Director, two 
counselors, dietitian, and a co-ed group of 
about sixteen campers, usually evenly divided 
between boys and girls. The campers are pre: 
dominantly Jewish, sixteen to nineteen years 
of age. No special experience is required — 
only the willingness to live simply and co 
operatively and to do work that is sometimes 
strenuous and commonplace. 

Who Pays the Expenses of a Work Camp’? 
Those campers who can afford it pay $175.00 
for the seven weeks. Scholarships are avail 
able. The gap between fees collected and ac 
tual cost is met by contributions to the Society. 
The community or institution served by the 
project furnishes housing for our group, tools 
and building materials, and a work supervisor 
familiar with the technical demands of the 
task. The food, dietitian and supervisory staff 
are supplied by the Society. 

How Are Campers Recruited? By recom 
mendation of rabbis, Jewish Community Cen: 
ters, previous campers, schools, and publicity 
in newspapers and magazines 

What Work Do the Girls Do at a Project? 
The girls frequently set the pace and usually 
perform every job as well as, or better than, 
the boys. 

Who Benefits From An AJSS Work Camp? 
The campers, the community or institution 
served, the surrounding area, the Jewish com: 
munity at large, and in years to come the el: 
tire nation. The participants are of such high 
caliber that it is no exaggeration to conclude 
that many of the outstanding communal lead: 
ers of tomorrow will be alumni of AJSS work

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@ Editor Jewish POST and OPINION 
your August 5th issue dis- 


misses the Middle East planks 
adopted by the Democratic and 
Republican conventions as so 
much “hot air” (according to the 
headline on the Kimche article) 
and “meaningless” (according to 
your editorial, “Two Plat- 
forms”). 

We believe that party planks 
serve three purposes in the clari- 
fication of American public opin- 
ion and in the determination of 
policy. 

First, they help to inform the 
candidates. Congressional candi- 
dates who may be unfamiliar 
with the issues in the Middle 
East look to their party’s plat- 
form for guidance. Thus it is 
fortunate that both party planks 
call for positive measures — in 
the Democratic plank, “direct 
Arab-Israel negotiations”; in the 
Republican plank, “negotiations 
for a mutually acceptable settle- 
ment.” Both planks oppose boy- 
cotts, blockades and discrimina- 
tion against Americans by for- 
eign countries on religious 
grounds. Both cite the danger of 
an arms race and an arms im- 
balance in the Middle East. And 
while the Democratic planks calls 
for “resettlement” of the Arab 
refugees in “lands where there 
is room and opportunity for 
them,” the Republican plank re- 
fers to “an equitable solution.” 

Second, they help to inform the 
Administration of the views of 
the American people. Notwith- 
standing Mr. Kimche’s cynicism, 
the record since 1944 when 





for all the peoples of the Middle 
East. Those Arabs who still cling 
to the illusion that the U. S. will 
let Israel down and permit the 
Arabs to overwhelm Israel can 
derive little comfort from the 
fact that both Republicans and 
both political parties committed 
themselves to the restoration of 
a Jewish state — shows very 
clearly that the American gov- 
ernment has carried out the 
pledges contained in the plat- 
forms. 

Third, the platforms help to 
inform the Arab world of the 
precise position of the American 
people. The platforms can have 
an impact on the Arab states, 
for the two parties have united 
in reaffirming U. S. determina- 
tion to achieve peace in the re- 
gion and to maintain friendship 
Democrats have expressed their 
views on the need for an Arab- 
Israel peace. 

I have watched American poli- 
cy in the Middle East very Close- 
ly for the last 20 years, and I 
have had the privilege of ap- 
pearing before the platform com- 
mittees of both political parties 
since 1952. I continue in this ef- 
fort because I believe that a firm 
American policy may help Israel 
to attain peace and ensure its 
survival. It is fortunate that 
America is a democracy and that 
the people do have the right to 
petition their government. We 
have always believed that the 
preservation of Israel is bound 
up with the preservation of de- 
mocracy.

PEARLMAN MOURNED 


WASHINGTON (P-O)—One of 
the most important Jewish fig- 
ures in public life under the Tru- 
man Administration was mourned 
this week. 


Philip B. Perlman, Solicitor 
General of the United States 
from 1947 to 1952 died here at 
the age of 70 years. Perlman 
had a phenomenal record as So- 
licitor General.

The Solicitor General is the 
Government’s lawyer in cases 
before the Supreme Court.
